Author, title, place of publication with indication of the country, 
publisher, paging, and size are generally given. No annotations. Books that are available 
in the Columbia Memorial Library of the Pan American Union, Washington, D.C., are so 
marked. This is the nearest approach so far to a consolidated national bibliography for all 
of the Latin American countries. The price is $5; the Index may be ordered from the 
Exchange, 2700 Que st., N.W., Washington, D.C. A very small edition of this first volume 
has been issued. The book should be examined before purchase since its use will be limited 
to very special collections. 
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WITH THE October issue, the Hospital Book Guide completes its first volume of four num- 
bers. This informal, mimeographed list is sponsored jointly by the American Hospital 
Association and the American Library Association. It costs $1 per year; single copies, 35c, 
and may be ordered from the American Library Association.
